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ARCHAEOLOGY. 


PREHISTORIC.—The good work of our band of flint-hunters in 
south-west Shropshire progresses, and all finds made by or brought in 
to them are documented and mapped. Unfortunately, their sites 
are becoming too well known, and flinting by visitors is depriving 
science of valuable evidence. Mr. H. C. Jones and Mr, T. Hamar are 
making a very interesting new arrangement of the Clun Museum 
Collection: the gangway between the cases is to represent the River 
Clun, and the flint implements and finds will be arranged on either 
side in relation to their geographical situation, the sites being indicated 
on maps above them. Mrs, de Courcy Parry has collected much new 
evidence for the early occupation of Oakeley Mynd in the vicinity of 
Stank Lane, the old London road from Bishop’s Castle, which was 
certainly in use long ages previously. 

Major Ii. R. Sykes is bringing to light important structural evidence 
in the Lower Roveries Camp, a stone-faced hill-fort commanding the 
pass between the Clun and Camlad basins. 


It may be mentioned that Mr. B. H. St. J. O'Neil, F.S.A., HM. 
Inspector of Ancient Monuments for Wales, has completed his excava- 
tions in the Breidden hill-fort, just over the border in Montgomeryshire : 
discoveries there have been sufficient for a reconstruction of the general 
history of the site; a full report will appear in Archacologia Cambrensis. 





DARK AGES.—Another linear earthwork has been located on the 
Stretton Hills: it consists of a bank thrown up on the south end of 
Little Caradoc with its ditch facing towards the great Caradoc camp 
crowning the hill opposite. This short dyke runs almost at a right 
angle to, and for only about 30 ft. E.S.E. from, the ridgeway between 
Caradoc and Lawley Hill; the track here follows the edge of a steep 
col above a spring. Like the three short dykes on the Longmynd and 
one below Ratlinghope Castle Ring, this one was probably dug by folk 
who had occupied the valleys (possibly the earliest Saxon settlers 
hereabouts) as a barrier on the road used by raiders from the hills. 


MEDIAEVAL AND LATER,—Mr. J. A. Morris has done useful work 
at White Ladies, near Boscobel, on which he has a paper in the latest 
Shropshive Archaeological Tyvansactions (1985): he there reports also 
on the preservation of Burwarton old Church. Mr. Morris hopes to 
raise sufficient funds for essential repairs to Sutton Church, near 
Meole Brace, I understand that investigations are in progress on the 
site of Wombridge Priory. 


In OLD SHREWSBURY we have to deplore the loss of several familiar 
landmarks, mainly in connection with the drastic alterations in the 
neighbourhood of the new car park. SBellstone House (described in 
Mr, H. ©. Forrest’s Old Houses of Shrewsbury, p. 62) has finally 
disappeared ; so also has No, 5 Barker Street (p. 63), once the residence 
of Dr. Cheney Hart; while the Old Ship Inn, a fine timber building 
at the Bridge Street end of Barker Street, though still standing, is to 
be demolished. Other old houses pulled down here were of no out- 
standing interest, and no important finds have heen noted.

GEOLOGY. 





During. road-widening -operations between Hunger Hill and 
Dorrington several of the large drumlins which cover this.region were 
cut through. One of these, just north of Wayford Bridge, is being 
worked as a sand and gtavel pit, and this work has revealed a very 
fine longitudinal section of the drumlin, The lower part is seen to 
consist of sand, while the upper is gravel. The stones in it are mostly 
small, though there are a few boulders o! 10 or 12 inches diameter. 
It is important to note that not only the drumlins themselves, but the 
stones in them are all aligned with their longcr diameter N.N.W. and 
S.S.E., which shows that the Ice-Sheet here, almost in the middle 
of England, moved across the country in that direction regardless of 
the solid contoar. The sandy layer was probably outwash in front of 
the advancing Ice-Sheet, due to summer melting when its face stood 
hereabouts. The sand would form a glide-plane for the gravel when 
it was pushed forward over it by the Ice-Shect when it next advanced.

ZOOLOGY. 


A remarkable feature of 19385 was the very late arrival of the 
Swift: the main body did not reach Shropshire till June i8th—a full 
month late, The year was also marked by a fresh irruption of Cross- 
bills, which began in July. On September 19th a Kittiwake Gull and 
several Terns appeared on the Severn at Shrewsbury; some Terns 
staying till the 20th, and five below the Mount on October 10th—a 
very late date. A Lesser Tern also was seen here on September 22nd, 
An adult male Goldeneye appeared on the Severn above the weir 
about March 1st and was there, fishing, for a week. Other rare visitors 
to Shropshire (Longmynd) were a Whooper Swan, November 8rd; 
Dotterel, September 16th; and Ringed Plover, August 15th. 


From North Wales come records of Garganey, Gadwall, Bewick’s 
Swan, and Great Skua, in Anglesey; and Rednecked Phalarope, 
Gadwall, and Blacktailed Godwit, on the Merioncth coast. The 
Wigeon was found nesting again near Bala, and the Sand Lizard was 
identified at Abcrdovey—a new locality. A school of Bottle-nosed 
Doiphins (lursiops) visited the weSt coast in July, one coming ashore 
dead neax Aberdovey on the i7th. A Boar Fish was caught off the 
Great Orme’s Head in February: this is new to the Welsh fauna.

ENTOMOLOGY. 


Iam happy to be able to report that the catalogue of the Lepidoptera 
recorded for Shropshire is now complete. It has involved a great deal 
more work than I had anticipated as, for the sake of completeness, 
the date and observer for each fresh locality have been recorded in 
addition to the first record for the county. 


Considering the fact that the county has not been systematically 
worked by more than half a dozen observers, the results are very 
satisfactory, and show that insect fauna in Shropshire is quite well 
represented. 


Of the species of Butterflies, 43 have been found in Shropshire.

Thus, out of 1,292 species of Microlipidoptera, 362 species have been 
found in Shropshire, all except five being recorded by Mr. Hignett. 
Our thanks are due to him not only for this great contribution to our 
records, but also because he has undertaken the work so long carried 
on by Mr. A. J. Barnes—the keeping of the Coleoptera records for the 
county, and he is also making a collection of Coleoptera, : 


There is one other observer to whom the Club owes a very great 
debt of gratitude, I need hardly say I refer to Mr, George Potts, of 
Broseley. His name appears in the first entomological record in 
1897, and he has been a regular and valuable contributor ever since. 
He has worked the Broseley and Benthall districts, and there must 
be very few of the insects which occur in that area which have escaped 
his notice. He has sent in an interesting phenological report: 
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Mr. C. H. Wallace Pugh has again sent in a valuable list of 
94 additions to the Shropshire Diptera, bringing the total up to 1,254. 


Mr. J. Hignett is sending in a list of some 60 species of Coleoptera 
new to the county. This list is at present being checked. 


I have also received a list of miscellaneous observations from 
Mr. Tom Warwick, who was sent by the Bureau of Animal Population 
to Shrawardine during the Musk Rat campaign of 1934.

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METEOROLOGY. 


One loss, by death, of an observer, is recorded with regret : 
that of the Rev. W. Brewster, Rector of Fitz, an old and 
valued observer. Otherwise there is no change to record, 


My grateful acknowledgments are again due to Dr. C. 
Crowther, Principal of the Harper Adams Agricultural 
College, and to Dr, A. D, Symons, Superintendent of the 
Monkmoor Isolation Hospital, for the valuable returns from 
those stations, as also to Mr. H. E. F. Maddrell and Mr. H. A. 
Howe, the observers at these stations. 


In 1935 generally mild conditions prevailed throughout 
the country, the warmth being more particularly marked in 
the Midlands, where the mean temperature for the year 
was nearly two degrees above the average. 


There were exceptionally cold spells in May and October ; 
that occurring in May, from the 10th to the 22nd, did great 
damage to vegetation, its disastrous effects being noted, 
with feeling, by several observers, whose crops of fruit or 
vegetables were cut off or badly damaged. The frosts during 
this spell played havoc with the young leafage of many 
woodland trees, especially noticeable in valleys and at the 
lower levels, where the effect of brown and seared leaves 
was as if scorched. 


Sunshine was much above the average, and the summer 
was in general dry, warm, and pleasant, with short heat- 
wave periods in the last week of June, the third week of July, 
and the second week of August. Maximum shade temperatures 
of from 83° to 88° were recorded at Harper Adams College 
and at Monkmoor in June, July and August. 


Rainfall was very generally deficient in total in the first 
seven months, thus continuing the drought period well into 
its third year. Shallow water supplies suffered severely, and 
water shortage was becoming acutely felt. Towards the end 
of August the drought broke, and in the following four months 
rainfall was not only ample, but excessive, with the effect 
of bringing the year’s total well above the average. 
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The general aspects of rainfall are shown by Mr. Maddrell’s 
figures for Harper Adams College :-—

NOTES ON THE WEATHER AS AFFECTING 
CROPS, Etc. 


My, A, E. Skerritt, Burwavion Hall Gardens.—Apple trees 
showed abundance of blossom but, with all early potatoes, 
were cut off by the late frosts. All other fruit fair, 


Major W. H. B. Whitaker, Totterton Hail.—The rain in 
April and June saved the grass crops and minimised the 
drought. A poor year for partridge and wild pheasants, 
probably owing to lack of insect life and young grass 
shoots. 


Canon H, J. Smith, Bishop’s Castle.—-The May frost destroyed 
all apple, pear and plum blossom in my garden. At the 
top of the town I understand that people did not suffer 
so badly. 


W. Swire, Esq., Longden Manor.—My own garden was not 
affected by the May frosts, but my groom’s potatoes 
on the other (west) side of the hedge were blackened. 
Early apples went black in the apple house very quickly, 
due, I think, to wasp stings. Corn was small in the ear, 
especially wheat, no doubt owing to the drought. 
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V. S. Wrigley, Esq., Diddlebury Hall.—The frost (12° here) 
on the night of May 16th did infinite damage. 


Wm. Bayliss, Esq., Cantreyn.—Stone fruits, apples and pears 
a failure. Potatoes a very light crop. 


T. F. Chard, Esq., Wem.—Late frosts completely ruined 
plum and apple crops; peas also suffered. 


MONTHLY ANALYSIS OF THE WEATHER OF 1935 
WITH NOTES ON ITS EFFECT ON FARM CROPS IN 
THE NEWPORT DISTRICT. 


January weather was variable but mainly dry. Some days 
were spring-like, but on others snow fell, and temperatures 
were below freezing. All winter cereals, however, were well 
forward, and tillering also, thanks to the mild ‘‘ back-end.” 
Tillering usually takes place with winter corn in March in 
this district. 


February was unusually wet, although there was a period 
from 16th to 20th when high winds and no rain dried the 
land well, and a start was made with early drilling. Weather, 
however, broke on 21st, and heavy rain fell every day for 
the rest of the month. Winter cereals looked very well and 
full of growth. 


March started with cleven cold and frosty days, and the 
land was too wet for spring sowing, but following this a strong 
east wind and warmer weather dried the land well, and from 
13th onwards conditions were ideal for all spring work and 
dry enough for rolling winter corn. 


April weather was stormy, wet and cold, and it was not 
until the last few days of the month that a start could be 
made with root driling. Spring and autumn cereals were 
backward. 


May was extremely dry and was memorable for a severe 
frost as late as 17th, when the temperature on grass dropped 
to 12 degrees below freezing point. This frost had a disastrous 
effect on all potatoes above ground together with other 
vegetables and fruit. A curious feature of this frost was 
that some fields escaped entirely while others quite close had 
potatoes blackened right off. The crop from earlies in many 
cases was light, and the potatoes small, attributed entirely to 
this frost. Only on three days was the wind away from the 
eastern quarter, and although sunshine was abnormally

high the minimum air temperature was as much as 5.2° below 
a 31 years’ average. All growth was slow for the time of 
year, germination of the root crops very protracted and 
grass was short. 


June for the greater part was wet and stormy, but the last 
ten days were a wonderful start for a memorable summer 
with temperature going up to over 80°. The cold, wet weather 
made everything late. Wheat crops promised to be light, all 
cereals were backward, but the wet was of great benefit for 
the hay crop, which, owing to the previous dry weather, 
was short. Haymaking was delayed by the wet, but was in 
full swing the last week of the month. Root crops especially 
benefited by the wet weather. The heat wave at the end of 
the month brought everything on with a rush. 


July was abnormally dry and sunny, with the result that 
harvest, which in April and May was expected to be late, 
actually was very early, with everything ripening off at an 
amazing rate. Hay harvest was completed in excellent | 
weather, closely followed by corn harvest, than which there 
has seldom been a better. Most crops were harvested without 
a drop of rain falling on them, and many fields were never 
even “stuck up”; simply cut and carried. Roots at this 
time made excellent growth, swedes alone feeling the lack of 
rain. Bolting of Sugar Beet was earlier and more common 
this year. 


August carried on the marvellous summer. Corn harvest 
was completed early in the month, but root crops were 
generally feeling the lack of rain. Swedes especially looked 
blue, and sugar beet tops were smaller than usual with small | 
butts. Mangolds made good growth, and did not appear to 
feel the drought so much. 


September started with twelve days of fine weather ; 
then the weather broke, and the rest of the month was very 
wet with only two fine days. Sugar Beet recovered its colour 
in top, and started to make fresh growth at the same time 
putting weight on below, so that, at the start of the beet 
season, sugar contents were low and crops lighter than 
usual, Mangolds made excellent growth, but swedes were 
in ot cases a complete failure owing to mildew and aphis 
attack. 


October continued extremely wet. Drilling of autumn 
cereals was delayed, and the harvesting of potatoes and 
sugat beet continued under bad labour conditions. 
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November was the wettest month of the year, and it was 
not until the 25th that drilling was possible, and then only 
for two days. Work on sugar beet continued under bad 
conditions with better weight of crop, but high dirt tare and 
low sugar content. 


December started and ended wet, with a cold frozen spell 
from 14th to 24th; only the earliest wheat had brairded, 
and a greater amount than usual of spring wheat will be 
drilled in 1936 owing to the bad weather. 


The year 1935 will chiefly be remembered for its wonderful 
harvest. Wheat crops that promised to be light, due to the 
wet months in the early part of the year, were just suited by 
the heat wave at ear emergence time until harvest, so that 
the resulting crop was in most cases above average. 

Yields of Oats and Barley were also above average and of 
good quality, the colour of the grain especially being excellent. 
Yields of Sugar Beet ended up about normal, with low sugar 
content, alter promising to be light with high sugar. Swedes 
were in the majority of cases wiped out by mildew, but Man- 
golds were a good crop and harvested well. Early Potatoes 
that had been cut by the late frost in May had a high percentage 
of small tubers. Main crop potatoes were variable with some 
good crops but with some varieties, as with the earlies, small 
tubers predominated. Yields of Hay were normal after 
promising to be light, but quality was good. 

Winter Wheat for 1936 was very backward, and acreage 
less than normal owing to bad weather.
